Brussels, Aug. S.—Soldiers return- 


ing here report that the trenches 
around Liege are literally filled with 
the bodies of Germans. 
In some 


•places the bodies are piled four and 
five deep. 


The war office has issued an offi- 


cial' statement saying that 125,000 
Germans participated in the assault 
on the forts at Liege but that they 
completely tailed to make any im- 
•pression on the fortifications. Three 
army corps engaged m the attack 
were cut up and -rendered useless 
it is declared. 
"For many days" reads the state- 


ment, "our little army by tenacity 
and courage rendered highly valu- 
able service to the French 
army, 


Which for some days under forced 
march has been hurrying to our as- 
' sistance and now occupied a consid- 
-erable iportion of our territory. 


"•Hundreds of German prisoners 


have 
been 
captured. These 
are 


chieflly cavalrymen. 
The spirit of 


the German soldiers lacks enthusi- 
asm. 
They appear to be fighting 


lethargically, while their officers en- 
,deavored to pass themselves off as 
Frenchmen." 


King Albert appealed to France

The King in a message to Presi- 


dent Poincare thanked nun ior his 
promptness in responding to the Bel- 
gian appeal. 
President Poincare responded that 
the French troops were proud

He 
also in recognition of its gallant de- 
fense conferred the cross of the Le- 
gion of Honor on the city of Liege. 


The newspapers are assured from 


official sources that no decision has 
been reached with regard to the re- 
quest of the Germans for an armis- 
tice and moreover that the battle at 
Liege is continuing.

INo hint has yet been given as to 


the position of the bulk of the 24 
German army corps or of the

French army corps. 
It is known

body of reserves must have occurred 
since the mobilization. They prob- 
ably have taken the places in inter- 
ior fortifications of cities of 'soldiers

'Lawlessness''; "Soeieo without gov- 
ernment," etc. It is the lack of pro- 
per respect for law.,and definite rule 
so necessary to good go\ eminent. An 
anarchist is one who professed to be- 
lieve in a condition, where definite 
law does not exist. 
Mo&t anachists 


do not -want absolute lawlessness, but 
achoeate that "every- niaii is a law un- 
to himself" and -therefore should be 
permitted to govern himself 
accord- 


ing to his own standaids. Of course 
standards vary, ""tfflcl 
some are 
led 


thereby to carry^-the red flag and 
hurl bombs at those in high places.

it be good or eviJJb/fhe Republicans 
condemn the "Democrats and the Dem- 
ocrats the Republicans.

(See I Peter '-8:13-140 Respect 


is due to the form.of government we 
may happen to reside under. From 
ancient time came the command from 
Jenovah himself- 
"Thou 
shalt not 


revile God, nor curse the rulers of 
thy people" (Ex. 22:28 R. V.) ProV 
bly there is more criticising of 
the 


taxing policy of any government than 
any other phase. Men are asking the 
same question that was put to Christ 
by the Pharisees: "Is it lawful to give 
tribute to Caesar or not?" To those 
who feel resentful towards the asses- 
sor and tax gatherers 
we commend 


the answer of the Eternal "Governor 
ot the people" He said, "render to 
Caesar the things which are Caesar's, 
and to God the things which are 
God's" (Mark 12:14, 17.~> This is a 
direct admonition £6 respect the gov- 
ernment under which 
they 
found 


themselves. To Titus, the bishop of 
Crete, the Apostle- Paul writes: "Put 
them in mind to he-subject,, to the 
principalities and "powers;- to obey 
magistrates, to be ready to every good 
work" (Titus 3:1. And to the church 
at Rome Paul writes as follows: "Let 
every soul be sulbject to the higher 
powers; for there is no power but of 


God, and the powers that be are or- 
dained of God. Whosoever therefore 
that resisteth the power resisteth the 
ordinance of God; and they shall re- 
ceive to themselves "damnation. 
For 


rulers are not a terror to good works, 
but to evil . . . Do that which is 
good and thou shalt have praise of 
the same; for he is the minister of 
God to thee for good. But it thou do 
evil, be afraid, for ne beareth not the 
sword (civil pow er) in vain. . 
Renclei therefore to all their dues; 
Tribute to wLom tribute is flue, cus- 
tom to whom custom: fear to fear; 
honor to whom htmor.' 
(Romans 


IS: 1-7.) Yes,-the Bible endorses gov- 
12-1-7.) Yes, the BiBble endorses gov- 
ernment among men. In fact great re- 
spect and power is accorded to rulers, 
even to magistrates. 


TH'JS FAR—NO FARTHER. 


Though much respect and great 


power is vested in civil rulers,, "yet 
there is a limit they may not pass. 
They may not intrude tneir laws and 
statutes into the domain of the soul. 
They protect rights, they do not in- 
vade them. They do not preside over 
the conscience, nor regulate spiritual 
duties. They maj 
force a man to 


"render to Caesar the things that arc 
Caesar's"; but have no power to com- 
pel their fellow men to render to God 
the things that <tre God's. In fact, if 
rulers should be so indiscreet as to at- 
tempt to force the conscience we are 
at liberty to disobey such require- 
ment and suffer 
the 
consequences. 


Thus did Peter and John in 
ancient 


Jerusalem when high authority issued 
an order of the court that they should 
not preach in the name 
of 
Jesus 


Christ. The reply of Peter and John 
was this- "We ought to obey God 
rather than men." 
(Acts 5:27-29.) 


When the two conflict our- duty is 
clear. Under similar circumstances 
upon another occasion the apostles set 
forth this unanswerable 
statement: 


"Whether it is right in the sight of 
God to harken unto you more than 
unto God, judge ye" 
(Acts 4:12.) 


Hence it is apparent that civil magis- 
trates are not authorized to enact 
laws that conflict with the Law of the 
Most High. 


LAW AND ORDER IN HEAVEN. 
There is order in heaven. Laws and 


statutes 
prevail 
in that 
celestial 


abode. Angels obey their Command- 
er "Heakening unto the voice of His 
word." (Psalms 102:20. Michael is 
said to be the Archangel or command- 
er of the angels. This Archangel met 
Joshua near the city of Jericho and 
declared himself to be "the Captain 
of the hosts of the . Lord " 
Joshua 


5-14. Authority prevails in heaven. 
Law is supreme. Rula and Ruler are 
obeyed and respected there. Anarchy 
finds no place among the inhabitants 
of that happy Land. 


IN THE CHURCH. 


Law prevails in the true church. 


Definite, tangible law. Its precepts 
regulate the lives of the people ot 
God. 
Like the angels they are sub- 


ject to law and order. The Law that 
regulates the government of Jehovah 
in other worlds than this, is the law 
once proclaimed amid awful granclure 
from the Mount of Sinai. This is the 
law of the 
church. This is God's 


covenant with his people and is their 
rule of conduct while in this vale of 
tears 
God has a co\ enant-keeping 


law-abiding people and there are no 
promises held out to the religious 
anarchist. 


A FALLING AWAY. 


Paul foresaw that after his death 


the church would fall into the hands 
of his enemies and that there should 
arise some one in tlie . church that 
would be called "the man of sm" or 
the 'Lawless One," who should sit in 
the church of God, as God, and put 
himself up to actually be God. (See 
2 Thess., chap. 2.) This lawless one 
is the same power in the church whom 
Daniel * foresaw would "Think himself 
able to change times and the La^\; 
and that they would be given into'his 
hand for a time." (Dan. :25.) This 
is most dangerous anarchy arising 
within the church. He meddles with 
the law of the most high God, thus 
creating disrespect for law, and, spir- 
itual anarchy. 
Peter spoke of this 


greats anarchist and his kind as fol- 
lows: Writing to those "of like pre- 
cious faith" he says that "false teach- 
ers" should enter 
in among them 


"bringing in damnable heresies" 
to 


make gam of them, 
"chieily them 


that . . . despise government . , . 
and are not afraid to speak evil of 
dignities" (See 2 Peter chap. 2.) 
Those who were 
chiefly warned 


against were those who "despise gov- 


• ernment," or those who make void 
the law of God in the church. Anoth- 
er writer mentions the same class of 
teachers as follows: 
"These 
filthy 


dreamers defile the flesh, despise do- 
minion, and speak evil of dignities." 
(Jude 1-S.) 


THEOLOGICAL ANARCHY. 


From the above texts of Scripture 


we note that various writers foretold 
. a class of people who would arise in 
the church of God, bringing in dam- 
nable heresies, despising dominion 
and government and speaking evil of 
the dignities of high heaven. "Speak 
great swelling words against x thr 
Most High" and think "himself "able 
to change times and the law" of the 
Most High. 
(See Daniel 7:25 R. V.) 


The question arises: When did this 
occur? And is there yet evidence of 
this anarchy still in existence? It is 
not in the purpose of this article to 
prove who this culprit may toe, nor 
when he arose, but we do still note 
the evidence of his work. >Law is not 
exalted in the church of Christ at the 
present time like it was in the times 
"of the Bible writers. We hear a great 
deal these clays about not being "un- 
der tne Law, but under grace," inter- 
preting this statement to mean that 
we are not obliged to otoey" the law as 
spoken from Sinai, but are in some 
vague way "a law unto" ourselves. 
Thus the law, the foundation of all 
good government, is in effect repudi- 
ated and the principles of anarchy in- 
stilled into the hearts ot the worship- 
pers. Then again" we note that this 
power would think himself able to 
change times and the law and for a 


\ 
certain length of time they would 
lie given into his hand. Time 
has 


been changed by beginning the day at 
midnight instead ot at sunset as the 
Bible teaches. The Law enjoins the 
observance of the seventh day of the 
week as the rest day. This has been 
changed to the first day:' Think it 
ever.

Law in State of 0/?/o 


tsThe Workmen's Compensation law 
insures against accident or death all 
the workmen of every employer in 
Ohio who employs five or more work- 
men or operatives."^ 


Therefore,"every'Workman in Ohio 


who has as many a* 1'our fellow work- 
men is insured. This is a certainty. 
Every workman is Insured every min- 
ute of? every day for every injury sus- 
tained in the course of employment ex- 
cept for injuries which are purposely 
self-inflicted. 


The workmen have-to pay no money 


nor to _do any act to ibeuome insured. 
The insurance takes effem the minute 
they go to work and continues during 
the whole course ,of employment no 
matter where the place of employ- 
ment is, whether inside or outside the 
factory, or whether inside or outside 
the state. The law savs "wherever 
occurring.' This is true -.nthout any 
exceptions whatever. 


There are acts which employers 


have to pertbrtn in ^ connection with 
the law, such as paying premiums in- 
to the state insurance fund, and such 
acts secure the benefits of the law to 
EMPLOYERS; but 
sinco January 1.

WORKMEN OR THEIR DE- 


PENDENTS are entitled to the com- 
pensation provided by law regardless 
of their employers' acts.

Nautical Terms. 


Terms used aboard ship are inter-

The oppo- 
site direction is aft. 


Looking for'ard and to the right is 


starboard; to the left is port. The 
quarter from which the wind blows is 
windward;, its opposite is to leeward 
(pronounced loo'nrd). 


A scuttle is a wiudow on board ship; 


a stairway is a companion ladder; a 
bed is a bunk; a kitchen range is n 
galley. This term is also applied to the 
captain's own ' boat. 
The forecastle 


(pronounced fo'c's'le) is any covered in 
place in the bows. A knot is a speed 
of one sen mile per hour. 0,080 feet. 
The ship wears a flag; that is the cor- 
rect term. Passages are gangways. 


Bollards are stout pillars round 


which run the hawsers—steel wire 
ropes. The bridge is sacred to the cap- 
tain and officers.—London Tit-Bits.
